The Noack’s most recent adventure, and an excit- 
ing one it is, occurred earlier this year and came 
about through the good fortune of meeting Her High- 
ness, Princess Ashi Cheoki, sister of the King of 
Bhutan. Bhutan lies in the Himalayas on the north- 
eastern border of India. The Princess invited them for 
an extended stay in her country which gave them the 
opportunity of visiting not only the important centers 
and the countryside but also many of the ancient 
Dzongs and Lamaseries. The formidable mountain 
barriers and an age-old policy of closed doors to for- 
eigners have helped to preserve Bhutan’s culture as 
well as its mystical way of life. The Noacks were 
fascinated by this land of spirits, superstitions and 
apparitions. Fortunately they were allowed to photo- 
graph the natives and their particular ethos. The 
photographing was made possible by the King, His 
Majesty, Jigmi Dorji Wangchuck. He has since died 
and has been succeeded by his teenage son, Jigme 
Singhi Wangchuck.

On THE EVENING of November 6, 
Morrison Planetarium, as stated earlier, celebrated 
its twentieth natal day with birthday cake and cham- 
pagne at a warm reception hosted by the staff of the 
Theatre of the Stars. Among the celebrants were sev- 
eral individuals who directly or indirectly had much 
to do wtih the fact that our planetarium came into 
being and is still going strong after two decades de- 
voted to education and entertainment.

Edward Hohfeld whose husband, through his pro- 
fessional association with Alexander F. Morrison 
coupled with an avowed determination that San 
Francisco should have a planetarium, made much of 
the funding possible; Mrs. Frances M. Greeby whose 
trained eye and steady hand translated carborundum 
dust into stars on the planetarium dome; and Mrs. 
Albert S. Getten, wife of the chief designer of the 
intricate mechanism. Standing (left to right), Mr. 
Raymond Greeby who did much of the precision 
machine work on the star projector; Captain Robert 
D. Risser, Supervisor of the Planetarium; and Dr. 
Robert C. Miller who was Director of the Academy 
at the time of the project’s inception through its com- 
pletion and who was a prime mover throughout the 
development. 

Not pictured but present at the party was Mr. 
Leon E. Salanave who had the difficult task of doing 
the mathematical computations involved in putting 
every visible star in the sky in its proper place. 

In the twenty years of the planetarium’s existence 
some 20,000 performances have been enjoyed by 
three and one-half million persons. That’s only for

TOMIO IWAMOTO, Assistant Curator in the De- 
partment of Ichthyology, was first associated with the 
Academy in the summer of 1967 when, under the 
terms of a National Science Foundation grant, he 
was employed to assist in the incorporating of the 
Stanford collection with that of the CAS. He came 
back the following summer to do more of the same 
and returned most recently in June of this year to 
assume his present position. 

Born and educated in the Los Angeles area, Tomio 
received his B.A. in zoology from UCLA in 1961. 
After a semester of graduate school, he went for six 
months as an army reservist to Fort Ord. Following 
this he was employed by the U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service at Pascagoula, Mississippi as a fisheries biolo- 
gist and later, in 1964, transferred to a field station 
on St. Simon’s Island, Georgia. This last position 
afforded him much time at sea on oceanographic 
vessels that took him all around the Caribbean and 
along the coasts of South America. _ 

He returned to his education in 1965 at the Insti- 
tute of Marine Science at the University of Miami, 
Florida, and received his Master’s degree in Marine 
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Science with a specialty in Ichthyology in 1968. This 
past June he turned in his Doctoral thesis at the same 


institution. 


A temporary position in 1971 with the Department 
Fisheries & Wildlife at Oregon State University and 
the teaching of ichthyology there preceded his recent 


return to the Academy 


Tomio was married a year ago November to his 
social worker wife, Kinu. They had met during the 
first summer employment at the CAS. The Iwamotos 
are strong for camping, back-packing and fishing. 
Tomio enjoys photography and is a noontime jogger, 
covering two to five miles a day, clement weather or 


not.
